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Antioch Church

In the year 1846, four years after Arkansas became a state, a 
little church was built five miles South of Hamburg in Ashley 
County. Ashley County did not form until 1848; so the church 
is probably the oldest rural church in the County. Today, the 
site can be found on the West side of Highway 81 just North of the 
Highway 82 junction. 

The first church was built of logs and served a growing com- 
munity of farms in the area. The original benches were made of 
split logs. In 1858 the church was replaced with a frame wooden 
building and again in 1888 a new church was built to serve the 
expanding population. The church became inactive in 1922; but the 
cemetery continues in active use. 

The early churches faced West toward the old Hamburg - Bas- 
trop road and the cemetery. Today the church faces East toward 
Highway 81. 

According to Mrs. R.W. Johnson of Crossett, the community 
nearby was thickly populated. People who lived great distances 
from the church spent the night before services with friends or 
relatives; thus there was no campground in connection with the 
church. Travelers to the church occasionally encountered panthers, 
bears or highwaymen. 

Mrs. Johnson says that revivals or protracted meetings were 
held in the summer after the crops were laid-by. Baptist and 
Methodists never had meetings at the same time; although everyone 
attended each others' services. Each church had its own Sunday 
School; but the circuit rider came only at intervals to the early 
churches. 

In the cemetery Mrs. Johnson says there are many unmarked 
graves. One of the oldest was a WEAVER grave- a brick vault which 
is almost gone now. 

Recollections of Mr. R.W.Johnson's Mother, passed on by Mrs. 
R.W.Johnson, include the fact that meetings were sometimes rowdy. 
Once some men were placed under citizens arrest for entering the 
church with their spurs on. Another time, the minister had some- 
one arrested for smoking in the church. One man came with several 
little boys. At the end of the service he would stand at the 
front door and place hats on their heads as they left the church 
for the ride home.
